wards Kirin much the ssme relation that 
Fénghua holds towards Changchun. It 
is in this eastern section that St. Potors- 
burg reports the Japanese van to have 
reached Omso. If it has, then the Rus- 
sian positions on Hailungching and Kit 
are turned, At all events the military 
sitastion in Mancharia begins to be very 
interesting. 

The Battle of Tsushima is strikingly 
differentiated from the Battle of 
Trafalgar, to which it has been com- 
pared, by the fact that it extended 
over an area of 270 by fully 200 
miles, and this shows Admiral Togo’s 
marvellous strategic abilities, Kx- 
cept in destroyers and torpedo-boate, 
Admiral Togo had no numerical 
‘superiority to his Russian rival, and 
he had less than half the number of 
ironclads, but notwithstanding this, 
wherever the Russians turned, in this 
area of 54,000 square miles, they 
tound a superior Japanese force con- 
fronting them. Most humiliatin; 
are the excuses given by Admi 
Nebogatoff for his surrender, aud 
‘Admiral Enquist for his flight to 
Manila. The former called his crew 
together and asked them if they pre- 
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ferred to fight or to surrender; they 
took the hint and shouted “Surren- 
der,” though the two small ironclads 
were practically uninjured. Admirsl 
Enquist bolted on Saturday night 
after the first few hours’ fighting, and 
“did not know that the fight was 
continued on Sunday.” He was 
obliged to fly because his coal had 
given out; yet he had enough to 
take him to Manila, n excuse 
has been suggested for Admiral 
Nebogatoff, that his ammunition was 
exhausted; but the Japanese found 
a large quantity on board when the 
Orel was brought into harbour. 
There are hints in some of the 
telegrams from home that Russia is 
not in earnest in entering into peace 
negotiations, and that she is only 
trying to gain time to send stores 
and reinforcements to General Linie- 


vitch ; but these suspicions may be {i 


dismissed. It is incredible that if 
the Czar had not made up his mind to 
mnke peace, he would have listened 
at all to President Roosevelt's remou- 
strances, includiag the very brusqne 
but entirely well-founded statement, 
that Russia has now no hope of 
ultimate succees. Nor could Russia 
pass on the United States such 
a slight as would be involved 
in appointing plenipotentinries— 
not merely commissioners,— and 
agreeing to the meeting at Washing- 
ton, and then aftcr an terval back- 
ing out. Japan’s terms must, of 
course, have been communicated to 
Russia befire she agreed to take 
these important steps. There is only 
one cloud on the horizon. It has 
been taken as. a good sign that it 
is the war-party in Russia that has 
mide up its mind that a continua- 
tion of the vari hopeless ; but it is 
just possible that the peace party, 
the Zemstva, in their di light es 
concessions made to them by the 
(Czar, may turn round and offer to 
back him up in farther resistance to 
Japan with the united force of the 
Russian people. ‘The discourage- 
ment to this is, that a new ad- 
ministration entirely must first he 
got into working order, a long 
process at the best; acd competent 
Generals and Admirals, and honest 
organisers of victory, must be found 
somewhere. 

Meanwhile the question of an

Japanese right column, en route at 
8 am., drove off the Russian cavalry 
and ‘eccupied Lochnankon and 
Machiapao, respectiv/ly nine and 
five miles east of Liaoyangwopéng. 
Resuming the bombardment on the 
Russian cavalry as they made north- 
wards, the Japanese right inflic'ed 
heavy dimage and threw them into 
great confusion, The left column 
nlso fired fiercely on about 1,000 
Russians who were retreating north- 
ward from Liaoyangwopéng and 
inflicted heavy damage on them. 

According to prisoners who were 
taken, the Russ‘ans a’. Lisoyangwo- 
péng cons'sted of 5,000 cavalry and 
twenty guns under General Mist-° 
chenko, “Lhe ‘main force retreated 
in disorder to the northward nd 
portions to the northeast and north- 
west, leaving evidences of the greatest 
confusion.

Taz telegrams published on 
Saturday and this morning, received 
from Reuter and from our own 
correspondents, are vausually full of 
interest, and we are now beginning 
to realise some vf the results of the 
tempo ary eclipse of Russia as a 
Great Power. The great advantage 
to the peace of Europe of the Franco- 
Russian Alliance has been that 1 
acted asacurb on the ambition of the: 
German Emperor. It is true that 
the Kaiser has stated and repeated 
from time to time that no one is 
more devoted to the maintenance of 
peace in Europe than he is; but this 
devotion to peace, and we do not 
impugn its genuineness, has undoubt- 
edly been fortified by the knowledge 
that Germany lay between wwo great 
allied Powers, and only in the last 
extremity could she risk offending 
them, Japan has relieved the pres- 
sure on Germany's eastera frontier, 
and the latter has hardly realised yet 
that while France has temporarily 
lost the possible assistance of Russia, 
she has gained a new and fast friend 
in Great Britain, Disquieting as 
Germany’s action in Moroce> is, we 
do not believe for a moment thay it 
will result in a war between France 
and Germany. The statesmen of 
Eurove will not allow a European 
war if itcan be by any means avoided. 
If the Kaiser did not realise this, he 
would probably not have given all the 
provocation he has given to France 
and England ; and it is very serious 

rovocation to these two Powers and 
8 in to prompt the Sultan of 

jorocco to,ask for an international 
conference, when these three Powers, 
as we showed on Saturday, have 
already made binding and permanent 
agreements between themselves with 
regard to Morocco, As long as 
Englund is firm, und we confess that 
there is not very much reason to 
feel convinced that Lord Lansdowne 
will be firm, there cannot be an inter- 
national conference, for Aus’ 
Hungary, Italy, and the United 
States, although the two former of| 
these Powers are more or less loosely 
bound to Germany by the Triple 
Alliance, have only consented to join 
an international conference if Eng- 
land, France, and Spain accept the 
invitation, IfEngland and France 
accept the invitation at last—and M. 
Rouvier seems to be weakening, —it 
will only be to “save the face” of 
the Kaiser, who is offended that the 
three Western Powers of Europe 
settled the Morocco question without 
inviting his assistance; and the main- 
tenance of the peace of Europe may 
be thought to be worth that conces- 
sion, although it is au axiom that 








concessions of that kind are seldom 
final, but are only the prelude to 
farther demands. 

Meanwhile, it seems almost certain 
that we shall soon see the end of the 
war between Japan and Russia. The 
annihilation of Russia's naval power 
by Admiral Togo was followed im- 
mediately by Russia’s characteristic 
“bluffing.” At the very time when 
the egregious Count Cassini declared 
publicly that Russia wou'd continue 
the war-to the bitter end, he must 
have had in his pos-ession Japan’s 
terms, and the kuowledge that Russia 
was ready to treat; for President 
Roozevelt would not have commit'ed 
himself as he did, without knowing 
that Russia felt that she had no more 
cards in her hand. Russia may create 
a new fleet, for that is a mere ques- 
tion of money, but she cannot create 
in any reasonable time the officers 
and men to handle and fight 
the ships, and she cannot again be 
@ great power on the Pacific without 
a fleet that can fight. 

The progress of the revolution in 





Russia bas no doubt contributed very 
f 


largely to the desire for peace. 
the Russian bureateracy’ bad’ aot 
collapsed so {piteously, and the 
Russian people had been united in 
the determination to continue hosti- 
lities, President Roosevelt's sugges- 
tion would never have been made. 
But the bold and independent action 
of the Congress of Zerstvois's shows 
that Russia is in thezthroes of what 
is really a revolution; a peaceable 
one, if the Czar is wise, a sanguinary 
one, if his decision to-day is unfavour- 
able. The Zemstva, or Provincial 
Couneils, are not composed of Socia- 
lists or Anarchists; they represent 
the whole people, the provincial 
aristocracy and the peasantry alike, 
and they are supported by the muni- 
cipalities in the great cities. They 
are determined that the bureaucracy 
miust be reformed, it must go, and it 
remains for the Czar to decide 
whether he will go with it. He will 
doubtless throw it over as he has 
already thrown over his sailor uncle, 
the Grand-Duke Alexis. 

It is surely time that the Maritime 
Powers sent orders to their men-of- 
war to sink the Petersburg and 
Smolensk, now the Dnieper and 
Rion, wherever found, us pirates. 
The sinking of the St. Kilda and 
Tetartos, among others, the attack o2 
the Cilurnum, and the sinking of the 
Oldhamia, are acts of piracy, and 
nothing less. Such sheer, wanton 
destruction of property xt sex,neutral 
property whose destruction can do 
no possible good to Russia- or harm 
to Japan, is mere barbarism, the

THE ILLUMINATION 
OF TIENTSIN. 


20th June. 

Outport residents and exiles in 
the iuterior who come up to Shang- 
hai to attend a conference, or see a 
dentist, or just for a holiday, are 
sometimes moved to expres: surprise 
at the size and splendour of Shanghai, 
the excellence of its roads, the beauty 
of its suburbs, aud the numerous 
evidences eve-ywhere of its activity 
and prosperity. Tientsioners, however 
maintvin their composure when they 
come here. To them, Shanghai is 
only another Tientsin, a little larger 
perhaps, but with hardly any other 
superiority over the great northern 
port. In fact, in one very important 
matter Tientsin is a long way ahead 
of us. For forty years we have been 
talking of the absolute n-cessity of 
‘doing something to preserve” our 
riveras a waterway for ocean steamers, 
Tientsin was id a similar case; the 
Peiho silted up so much that steamers 
had to stop at the mouth of the river, 
and it was confidently stated that 
there would be no more steamers at 
the ‘lientsin Bund. But while we 
weat on talking, as we are still doing, 
Tientsin acted. They dredged and 
straightened their river, and shut off 
the canals which were draining off the 
water, and once more steamers much 
larger than those employed when 
the Peiho was navigable in the past, 
come up to the bund to discharge 
their inward and take in their out 
ward cargoes ; and so successful has 
the Peiho Couservansy been, that it 
is now contemplated to attack that 
terror to shipowners, shippers, and 
passengers, the Taku Bar. For- 
tunately for Tientsin, the conservancy 
of the Peiho was not made a clause 
in a protocol sigaed by the represea- 
tatives of a dozen Powers. 

That Tientsin has, and justly, a 
good conceit of itself, is shown by a 
letter which has just reached us from 
an old resident there, who has himself 
been one of the leading spirits in the 
good work to which the members of 
that community of all natioaalities 
have so strenuously coatributed. He 
says: “There can be uo donbt that 
Tientsin ia improving much in ap- 
pearance.

It has been suggested 
that itcome under Municipal control, 
and be united with the Shanghai 
Library, and it will soon have a more 
respectable dwvelling-place. 

The three remaining objects more 
specinlly appeal to those who are 
interested in the Christianisation of 
China, though along educational 
lines. Thus the salaries of the men 
on the st-ff of the Diffusion Society 
come from Missionary Societies, of 
the Y. M. C, A. foreign secretaries 
from the Y. M. C, A. at home, and of 
the C mmittee of the Ellucationa! As- 
sociation from Missionary Societies. 
They already have large help. ‘That 
more help would be welcome, and is 
even necessary, is taken for granted. 
Men of means enn take their pick. 
Generosity, conspicuous before in 
Shanghai, may be expected to re- 
spond now. 

Dr. Arthur Smith made one 
omissicn from his list of causes which 
have some claim on the Shanghai 
public, and that is of the Inter- 
national Institute, which has already 
received upwards of 45,000 taels 
from Chinese, is now asking the 
support of people at home, and may 





fittingly be helped forward by ail 
classes of foreign residents in Shang- 
hai, the question of religion being 
eliminated asin the Royal Asiatic 
Society, and the Institute being thus 
deprived of help from Missionary 
Societies. We presume the omis- 
sion was only an oversight or that 
Dr. S:nith’s attention has not been 
drawn to the matter. 

When suggesting that theShanghai 
community should avsist the uplif ing 
of China by subseribing one hundred 
thousand tnels to the four societies 
he mentioned, Dr. Arthur Smith, 
stuck as vi itors from the interior 
must be by the evident wealth and 
prosperity of Shonghai, dil not 
apparently realise that o:ly a small 
part of ‘this wealth belongs to 
Rordents in Sh raga, We are most 
of us agents and employés, workin, 
for the benefit of fener nasinhers of 
the community now living at home. 
The high rvn's we pay, which mainly 
go into the pockets of people at home, 
and the enormously increased cost of 
living, leave most of us with little 
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margin for provision for old age, or 
for charity o1 the exterisive scale 
which recommends itself to Dr. Smith 
wher he sees the wealth accumulated 
on these banks of the Huangpu. 
But as we have said, this wealth is 
not ours, the constant increase in the 
value of property here does not go 
into our pockets. We @o no: donb: 
that the contribution of Tis, 100,000 
proposed by Dr. Smih would be a 
good and profitable investment as 
well as un act of philanthropy; but it 
is not from the r.sidents hers, with 
Fome exceptions, that it shculd be 
drawn, but from the real owners «t 
home whose foresight in the past ‘s 
being so amply rewarded now. 

















THE INTERNED 
RUSSIANS.

THe time has certainly come for 
the Japanese t» con-ider the ques- 
tion of the crews of the Russian 
versely now interned in Shanghai, 
‘These men, particularly the crews of 
the transports that Admiral Rozh- 
diestvensky sent here when he went 
to his doom off Tsushima, are snp- 

sed 10 be among the best sailors 
in the Russian navy, very much 
suprrior to. the men who formed the 
crews of the annihilated Baltic fleet ; 
und the Japanese, knowing the 
peculiar views ent-rtaincd on. the 
sulject of parole by the Russians, 
were properly determined that those 
men should not get back to the 
Neva as long as the war lasts, 
Their presence here cannot be 
called a danger to Shanghai, for on 
the whole they have been very well- 
behaved, and have given very. little 
trouble to the public or the police ; 
but their presence isa serious em- 
barrassm nt for the Chinese Govern- 
ment. That Gdvernment is es- 
pecially anxious to msintain strictly 
the neutrality of China; but it is 
hampered very much in its efforts by 
the existence of ex‘raterntorialit 
At Gongkonz, the Brit'sh Govers 
ment cin take the curse that seems 
to it good without any interfence 
from any other Puwer ; and Germany 
is equally froe at Tsing'ao, though 
the territory there is only leased 
from China, and is not the property 
of Germany as Hongkong is of Groat 
Brita‘n, while Weihaiwei is in the 
same position as ‘I'singtao, as far 
as the freedom of ncrion of the 
British authorities there is con- 
cerned. But the Ch’nes» at Shang- 
hai are in a very different case. 
They are most. anxions to do 
everything that it is their duty to 
do asa Power real'y anxious to prac- 
tise the strictest rentral.ty; but the 
inevitable existence of that restrain- 
ing force, extrat rritoria'ity, prevents 
their doing as they would like to do 
and are advised to do. 

















Since the ontbiexk of the war 
China has bad to take charge of a 
large number of Ru:sian sailors, to 
whose return to Russia, under parole 
or otherwise, Japan objected very 
str ngly and with reason, But surely 
the t:me has come when Japan 
shou!d withdraw that objection and 
allow these men, who are a constant 
embarrassment to ina, and a 
constant cause of waxiety to the 
Jnpanese officials here, to be s-nt 
home. They might be put on their 
parole, if that were thought to te 
heces ary any longer; but as there is 
n» more R’ssian feet in existence, 
and no likelihood of any more Russian 
warships coming out to the Pacific 
until the war is qver, it seems quite 
unnce.+s: ry to keep all these men in 
Sh nghai.” If the story is well 
founded, which ig doubtful, that the 
interned ships wil ave to be hand- 
ed over to Jap n as one of the 
terms of peace, there is no bum in 
their remaining here; but the crew= 
will have to be sent home so.n r or 
later, and it had better be ssorer. 
This will bring a totable reli-f to 
the Chinese, the Japanese, and the 
Russian authorities in Shanghai, as 
well as to the Municipal police, and 
we cannot, even if we look at it from 
the Japanese point ‘of view, sce any 
reason why the Japanese should not 
accept this suggestion. It would be 
agraceful concession by which Japan 
would vot suffer, and which could 
not but be appreciated by Russia, 
and which is quite in consonance with 
Japan's unfailing chivalry.

each other to make hay while the 
sun shines, and it will have been 
learnt from the article which we 
published on the 19th inst., that one 
of the most.serions - offenders is the 
honvst and patriotic Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung, who is doing his best to 
multiply even the enormous profit 
which bis mint is now making. We 
have before us a number of ten-cash 
pirces with the impress of the Hupeh 
and Hunan mints. The coins from 
Hupeh, and some of the coins from 
Hunan, have really a large percent- 
age of copper in them ; hut some of| 
th: Hunan eai-s are a bright y-low 












in colour, and contain the smallest 
possible percentage of copper. ‘The 
present profit on these must be 
enormous; and thet profit comes out, 
of the pocket of the Inbouring classes 
in China, the “stupid people,” who 
are supposed to look on the officials us 
their “fathere-and-mothe s." These 
coins are going into circulation now, 
and driving out the old copper-cash ; 
but the limit that the p:ople can 
absorb will soon Le reached. Then 
depreciation will begin ; the people, 
who are not so s'upid after ali when 
their pockets ae touched, will find 
how they have been swindled by

Bailway Anxieties. 


The groat undertaking of building the 
line from Canton to Hankow has been in 
abeyance for nearly a year. Still the 
original company, though reported to be 
guilty of a brosch of faith with the 
Chinese government, is oxorting itself to 
regain its lost privileges. Recently a 
special American delegate came from 
Shanghai to Canton, with a vigrr to a 
personal intorviow with the Vicoroy. His 
Excellency, however, reported himself to 
bo sick, and excused himself from the 
intorview, which in China, as is well 
known, is the orthodox excuse when an 
interview is unpleasant and unilesired. 
‘The representative people of this province 
are as decided as ever not to concede 
anything whieh shell ondang 
future hold on the prospective ri 
for they regard such a possibility with 
groat droad and oxtromo aversion.

Where are We? 

News has come of the battle of 
Teushima, another unparalleled victory 
for Japan. For many days prayers have 
ascended from Corea to ail the gods, that 
have in their keeping the fates of sea and 
land, asking that they, just for this once, 
give the palm to Rozhdiestvensky and. 
mut Togo in Hades, under the son. But 
all the prayers have been as nothing, and 
we read now that the Borodino, king of 
battleships, is sunk, and that the Navarin, 
and the Monomach, and the Donskoi, 
and the Oleg, goddess of speed, are all 
under the ses, carrying with them thou- 
sands of men. We hear also that ships 
are captured and with them the re- 
doubtuble Rozhdiestvensky ot tonrs 
are the only consolation at such a time 
as this. The gods have gone mad and 
Japan looms up mightier and more 
‘ominous than ever on all the horizon. 

The other day an unsophisticated 
Corean was riding on the through train 
from Fusan, the fast express, going at 
forty miles an hour.

‘The discoverer of the copper treatment 
eases our minds of another discomfort, 
or rather, transfers the discomforts to 
jother cause. He tells us that copper 
isso powerful a germicide that germs

We have had two jarge fires in Wabu 
inside of two weeks. ‘The first started in 
sone mat huts, over on the Honan 
About thirty houses were burned. Ye: 
torday the ‘second started in a gr ss hut 
near the soldiers’ camp. As it was a big 
festival everyone almost was out on the 
big street watching the procession, and so 
it got well ‘under way before anything was 
done to stop it. ‘There was also a strong 
wind blowing and in a short time the 
flames were leaping frm house to house. 
At one time it looked as. theuzh all the 
houses on the Geeo street would be 
burned up, but after a time the soldiers did 
good work and kept it from spreading 
southward. The hardest fight was to pru- 
tect the Misses Oviatt’s house, which was 
on the uorth side of the fire. All 
the houses on*the west and south were 
burnieg like an oven, but by tearing down 
a verandah and keeping a corner house 
continually watered, the soldiers were able 
to check the flames. The great st 
loser by far is the Catholic Mission, as 
awept through a street in which they h 
Intely huilt “houses. About 400 
were burned which gave ghelter to about 
one thousand familiés. It was a sad sight 
tw sve these homeless woaen and children 























out on the hills mourning thie loss. Se |

No Fear of Invasion. 

Mr. Balfour succeeded last night in 
earning the warm praise of the Opposi- 
tion. It was a really fine speech that he 
delivered on the problem of National 
Defence, and although it has not alto- 
gether pleased the champions of our 
army, and has decidedly displeased the 
advocates of conscription, it bas won 
the approval ‘not only of the ‘ Blue 
Water School” but of most unprejudiced 
men. They were not, of course, his own 
personal conclusions which he announced, 
but those of the Committee of National 
Defence and their expert advisers. Tho 
main conclusion—that an invasion of 
the British Isles is an impossibility. 
Mr. Balfour has announced before, but 
this is the first time be has explained 
fully the reasons upon which these con- 
elnsions ware based. Roughly outlined 
these reasons are as follows: The very 
smallest army with which an invader 
could hope to do any good woul be one 
of 70,000 men, ‘To ferry these across 
would require vessels of from 200,000 
to 250,000 tonnage. To got these vessels 
together so quickly that we should not 
have ample warning would be an slmost 
ible task, and if it were accom- 
ed, the men would have to be one 
d it would take them two 
disembark. They would have 
no protection against our torpedoes, and 
oven though our home army were deploted 
it was at tho height of the Boor war 
no difficulty in repelling 
thom. The whole case has, however, been 
sommed up before in this: If our 
cannot prevent an invasion we are help- 
Jess, howovor strong an army we may 
have, and if our navy can prevent an 
invasion—as it certainly can—then a big 
army for home defence is superfluous.

‘They camo to lay bofore 
tho Secrotary of State for War cortaite 
srivvanevs in connection with the making 
of army boots which have led them to 
but in the meantime Me, Aruold- 
Forster had ordered an inquiry to be 
mado Incally into tho mon's grievances, 
aud ho refused positively to see thom. 
To this extent their march was a failure ; 
but of course thoy can claim that the 
local inquiry was a rosutt of thoir onorgy, 
and, on the whole, they had a very good 
time during their march. Wherever 
they halted for a night there were labour 
18 aud other sympathisers to 
with necessities and not 
and in London thousands 
gathered in Hyde Park fo welcome them. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that othor 
workmen with a grievance, as well as 
men who never work, are thivking of 
following their example, though it is 
but fair to add that many prominent 
labour leaders are strongly discounten- 
ancing the movement. Tho biggest march 
proposed is oue by the unemployed 
from all the great provincial centres. 
Their most specific demand appears to 
bo that the Bill now before Parliament 
to establish a permanent machinery for 
dealing with the unemployed shouid bo 
mado applicable ull over the country 
instead of being confined to London and 
itsimmediate neighbourhood. ‘This par- 
ticular demmnd does not seom nureason- 
able, for what is good for London onght 
to be good, if not for the whole country 
at all events for the great manufacturing 
districts. But this method of marching 
on London is obviously intended to over- 
awe and intimidate Parliament and the 
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Government ; and the House of Commons 
nat night welcomed heartily the Prime 
Minister’sdeclaration that the House must 
not allow its business to be influenced by 
outside demonstrations. 


National Expenditure. 
This week the Commons have been 
largely occupied in discussing navy votes ; 
but nothing material has been brought 
forward either in support of, or in opposi- 
tion to, the important declaration which 
Mr. Balfour made last wook on the 
subject of national defence. In th 
course, however, of te on the 
enormous growth of national expenditure 
during the past ton years, an interesting 
suggestion was made by Lord George 
Hamilton that in addition to the Council 
of National Defence we should’ have a 
Council vf Nations! Finance—x Committee 
of tho Cabinet which should take into 
consideration all proposals involving ad- 
ditional expenditure. Tho suggestion did 
not meet with any great encouragement, 
though there was a pretty general con: 
sensus of opinion that something must be 
done to check the growth of national 
expenditure, which has increased trom 
about £102,000,000 ten years ago to 
£160,000,000 to-day Of tho increase 
tha» shown, about £36,00,000 goes to 
Army aud ‘Navy ani’ £9,0 0,000 to the 
Civil Service, the major part of this being 
for educational purposes. The nxtioual 
debt accounts for only about three 
millions ; indead if we compare our expen- 
diture under this head to-day with t 
of twenty years ago wo find that there is 
nob. more than hal difference. 
In one sense this is satisfactory becxuse 
it is duo to our being able to borrow at 
lower interest, but in another it is very 
unsatisfactory, for it shows how little we 
are doing towards peying off the capital 
debt.

Ho it on last week, but his amend- 
mont being badly framed it was ruled 
out of order, On that occasion. Mr. 
Balfour roused the Opposition to fury by 
announcing that the Government would 
leave its followers to voto as they pleased 
onthe amendment, This was denounced 
asa brench of faith, the Liberals having 
firained from opposing the second read- 
because it was a temporary measure. 
‘This week, however, the Prime Minister 
appeased the Opposition by promising to 
vote against the amendment himself 
though he coulénot put prossure on hi 
followers to do so. Mr. Chaplin and 
other Agriculturists were excoodingly 
annoyed with the Prime Minister for 
making this concession; but as Mr. 
Balfour pointed out, the point is not « 
practical one. The “dole” given to 
farmers to assist them to pay the 

will certainly not be taken away 
either a Liberal or a Conservative Houso 
of Commons until the whole system of 
local rating has been dealt with by Act 
ment, and when that great 
work is undertaken it will certainly 
involve the repeal of tho Agricultural 
Rates Bill. Therefore tho life of that 
measure will be just the same whether 
it be nominally permanent or temporary.

AMERICAN INTEREST 
IN TRINITY CATHEDRAL. 
To the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Carsa Day News.” 
3rm,—In reading in this morning’s 
paper the report of the very interesting 
historical sermon delivered yesterday b: 
the Rev. A. J, Walker, I noted that the 
facts concerning the origin of Trinity 
Church, now called the Cathedral, seemed 
not to have been preserved in any 
document or register in the parish 
re As they are of considerable

importance as regards the history of the 
church itself, and also show how cordially 
English and Americans united in the 
foundation of this congregation, they 
may not be uninteresting to some of your 
readers, 

Soon after the Rt, Rev. W. J. Boone, 
D. D., arrived in Shanghai (June 1845), 
services for English and American resid- 
euts wore begun in a chapel in his house, 
in what is now Hongkew. The sorvices 
were taken in turn by Bishop Boone and 
the Rev. E. W. Syle of the American 
Mission and the Rov. T. McClatchi 
the Church Missionary Society. 

Mattors s> continued till 1847, when a 
meeting was called at H. B. M. Consulate 
to t»ke measures for the establishment of 
achurch “for the use of Europeans and 
ing in Shanghai. A full 
meeting was preserved in 
of the Chinese Repository.

Lf 
shop: Boone laid tho corner stone of 
the new Church on tho Gth of June 1847, 
fan error must have crept into the ‘Story 
of Shanghai,” and the slab bears the 
correct dal 

‘Tho help given by the American Church 
is by no means confined to the earliest 
days, In 1862, after th death of the 
Reverend John Hobson, clerical assistance 
was so hard to get that it was suggested 
that the Consul shouldbe asked to read 
the servic 
Boone, however, came fi 
to make himself responsible for th 
boing, in offer whioh the then Trustees 
gladly accepted. Of the valuable help 
given by the American Church in late 
years it is'not necessary to speak. 

T can find no record of the date on 
which the Rev. John Lowder arrived in 
Shanghai, but 1845 is undoubtedly the 
year in which the American and English 
Churches began work in this port. Should 
not the American and English Bishops be 
asked to arrange a joint festival service 
in the year of the 60th anuiversary of 
the foundation of the work of the Angli- 
can Communian in Shanghai ?

Criticism and comment on the auto- 
matic system have been at a decided 
discount during the past twenty-four 
months. Critics, known and unknown, 
wise and unwise, have handled it over 
and over, apparently in all its prospects. 
Some whose sympathies and hopes cling 
to tho old and established order of things 
have, after strenuous efforts to ignore the 
irresistible advance of the new ides, made 
an effort to hurl the telephone world into 
 maclatrom of doubt and perplexity, by 
bringing into existence what they have 
styled the “Automatic Problem,” and 
this has furnished fodder enough to chew 
on during the time their minds are read- 
justing themselves to the changed con- 
ditions. 

‘The “Automatic Problem ” as it has 
been presented is this: Is the automatic 
system, new, advanced, and radically 
opposed to ‘almost all tho established 
dou in telephony, ‘« aystem which de- 
serves to succeed the manaal system 
which bas been evolved aftor thirty years 
of experimentation directed towards its 
perfection? This furnishes the basis for

It represents also the results 
of experience secured from the actual 
‘result of exchanges, the first of which 
was installed as far back as the early 
nineties. Four years ago au automatic 
exchange of the multiple type, the first 
of the kind, was installed in New Bed- 
ford, Mass. That exchange isin operation 
to-day, giving service to nearly one thou- 
sand satisfied subscribers. Four years 
furnishos a reasonable basis for a test of 
such a system. Indeed, one has not to 
look far to find tenses whore contral 
energy systems of the approved types 
nd Ganutacture have been installed and 
discarded in periods scarcely longer.

Couple this 
with the further facts that all parts of 
the switchboard are aczessible, all of them 
|capable of easy and rapid replacement, 
that any switch may be altogether 
| moved from the switchboard in twenty 
| seconds’ time and without disconnecting 
a single wire, so that in case of total 
disability a new one may be quickly 
| substituted, and it will be bottor under- 
| stood why it is no hazard to assert that 
the item of maintenance is burden no 
more serious in the automatic than in 
the manual system where cords, jacks, 
plugs, lamps, and other parts not easily or 


















































cheaply replaced are constantly making 
inroads in profite. 

But it remains with the operating 
‘companies to answer the question. The 
statement of the Citizens’ Telephone 
Company of Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
showing an aunual eaving of over $24,000 
in operating and maintenance cost as & 
result of the installation of the auto- 
system, is slone sufficient to settle 
iter. More significant than this 
‘statement even is the action of this com- 
pany in installing, eight months after the 
Grand Rapids’ exchange wont into ser- 
vice, an automatic plant of 1,000 lines in 
Battle Creek, Michigan. 

The Home Telephone Company of Los 
Angeles, California, wore not acting i 
advisedly when they adopted the auto- 
om in preference to the manual 
at s time when their previously i 
board had reached its limit and additional 
























‘equipment was required to provide for 
increasing business, 
When ‘it is taken into consideration 





fact in all cases where the automatic has 
been adopted, the purchasos were mado 
only after extaustive investigation of 
other automatic exchanges proviously 
installed, and that in exch case the ques- 

jon of maintenance injected itself into 
the consideration, these facte acquire 
weight, and give ground for the state- 
mont that the cost of maintaining the 
sutomatic system is not a matter of more 
conjecture. 

The argument furnished by the cost 
of tho automatic equipment is a sort of 
trump card played by the critics to add 
telling effect to the two previously mon- 

joned. ‘That the cost price of the auto- 
matic exceeds that of the manual 
admitted. There 
cussion on thiat score, 
resolves itself into 
excess, investment entailed by the pur- 
chaser of the automatic bring returns 
sufficient to justify the expenditure? 
And by returus is meant uot alone 
saving in operating cost and the conse- 
quout satisfaction of stockholders, but 
improvement in service. 

I think the anewer to the firet of these 
‘considerations has already been suggest- 
ed in the preceding paragraphs, which 
moutioned the statement of the Citizens’ 
‘Telephone Company of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, showing an annual saving of 
over $24,000 directly attributable to the 
installation of the automatic. f 

Passing to the consi 
subscriber's viewpoint, I think no truer 
idea could be given of the value placed 
upou automatic service by the users than 
by quoting from E. &. Fisher's annual 
report, as Secretary of the Citizens’ 
Telephone Company of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan :

It ia not the purpose of the writer to 
attempt to silence any just criticism that 
might be passed on the anto 
answer all the arguments that have beeu 
advanced against the system, for all just 
criticism is rathor to be desired than 
otherwise, but the writer has inteuded to 
presout a few phases of the case not 
always kept in view.

But for merchants to undertake them it 
is necessary to form joint-stock com- 
panies, so that many hands may make 
the labour light. Hitherto, the officials 
have taken no control of joint-stock 

hence they have constantly 
come to grief, through the malversation 
of those in charge, with the consequence 
that wealthy people are afraid of com- 
panies and will not subscribe for shares, 
In the present instance, I, the Viceroy, 
would exhort the merchants not to be 
afraid of offering their aid, as they can 
now expect long-continued and handsome 
returns, After consultation, new regulat- 
ions for the management of companies 
will be drawn up, and every protection 
will be afforded. 


“Should there be any opulent mer- 
chants prepared to form a company to 
take over the Hupeh woollen mill:, or the 
Hupeh tannery, or the Hupeh payor mill, 
or the Hupeb coment works, ther will be 
guaranteed a monopoly of thece enter- 
Prises for fifteen years; and further, the 
Government will guaranteo an interest 
of five per cont on the capital invested for 
a period of five years from the commence- 
ment. If during the first five years the 
earnings of the company do not amount 
to @ profit of five per cent, the Govern- 
ment will make up the deficency—I will 
not eat my words. After the first five 
years, the profits having gradually become 
great, it will be arranged with the com- 
Pany, according to the practice obtaining 
Er tareign ooantiries, that the extra profits 
be handed over to the Goverment as a 
loyal contribution. If the goods manu- 
factured are satisfactory, the Govern- 
ment will purchase exclusively from the 
companies, and also devise farther means 
of making markets for them. - As to the 
accounts of the companies, as is fitting, 
an official will be sent to investigate them 
at any time in order to guard: against 
malpractices.

When 
that steamer returned to Shanghai it car- 
ried with it an order from the director 
to dismiss immediately the steward and 
the foreign captain, on the plea that the 
former had been rude to some of his 
understrappers, and the latter becauso 
he had never paid him any attention. 
‘Accordingly the steward was turned 
adrift at once for trying to keep his 
saloon decent ; and because he bad never 
learned the kowtow, the foreign captain 
was shortly after homeward-bound. Yet 
H. E. Yang was no doubt a worthy official, 
‘and quite as competent to fill the post to 
which he had been promoted a any 
other mandarin ; in this little matter ho 
hed only ected in with the 
immemorial custom of his kind. 

No one will understand his China who 
does not bear in mind that there are

THE OVERHAULING 
OF THE CILURNUM 
BY A RUSSIAN 
CRUISER, 

AN INTERVIEW 
WITH CAPTAIN ANDERSON. 


CANDID STATEMENT 
BY THE CRUISER'S OFFICERS. 


“WR ARE LIKE PIRaTes.” 
From tue “ Kone Hear.” 

Some information has already been 
givon in these columns concerning the 
rocent ‘holding up” of a British steamer 
by a Russian auxiliary cruiser while on 
the passago from Shanghai to Japan, 
and wo are now able to add somo inte 
esting particulars from an interviow 
which Captain Anderson of the British 
steamer Cilurrium, who, with’ his vessel, 

ow in Kobo, kindly had with a 
prosentative of this journal. It appears 
that the Cilurnum, chartered by the 
Mitoui Bussan Kaisha, left Shanghai on 
Friday, 2nd June, with a mixed cargo, 
largely consisting of cotton, for Kob 
Sho sailed at midnight and about fifteo 
hours afterwards, or, to be precise, 
3.30 p.m. on the 3rd, sho sighted 
warship to the northward. Later on 
was ascertained to be the auxiliary 
sfeamer Rion (formerly the Smolensk) 
fiying the Russian flag. The Russian 
Goat signalled the Cilurnum to stop 
immediately, which order was at once 
obeyed. Soon after four o'clock a boat 
with two Russian. officers went on. 
board and demanded to see the ship's 
Papers, which they took away with 
thom, leaving instructions’ that the ship 
was not to move. At half-past five, 
two boats filled with men came aloug. 
side. The mon scrambled on deck and, 
without saying a word, commenced 
opening up the hatches and jettisoning 
































the cargo. On Captain Anderson pro- 
testing, he was told by the Russian officer 
in charge that they“ were like pirates and 
could do as they liked;” they would 
examine the cargo and intended to 
throw all the cotton overboard. He 
spoke excellent English, so that no mis- 
take could possibly have been made in 
id. If Captain Anderson 
placad any obstacles iq ms way, the 
Russian officer co:itinued, j4ix vesvel would 
be sunk as others hed been. The Rassians 
proceeded to do exactly what they liked 
and ordered the derricks to b> placed in 
positio so that there might he as little 
delay ns possible in the work of destruc- 
tion. They threw beans, antimony, 
cotton overboar.l in large quantities; the 
exact number of packager could not he 
ascertained a8 an xttempt to keep a tally 
made by the Britichers proved unavailing 
and the Russian tally is suspected of be- 
ing considerably below the mark. From 
ix o'clock till midnight the Qilarnum 
as ordered t follow the cruiser, which 
as then steering » 8. S, E, course, At 
midnight there came an order from 
the Bion that al! her hands were to 
return oy borrd, ani subsequently 
Captain Anderson was informed that 
as less than half his cargo was con- 
sidered contraband, his vessel would be 
allowed to proceed. At this time the 
decks were littered with cargo brought 
from the hold and the Captain requested 
the Russian officer to allow his men to 
replace it, but this was refused under the 
plea that they were ina hurry. Possibly, 
the Oaptain thinks, one reason for this 
hurry was the news which ne had been 
able to give them concerning the Japan- 
ese victory in the Sea of Japan. He 
gave them Shanghai papers dated from 
28th May to 2nd June in confirmation of 
toments but although the Russians 
evidently thought there was something 
in the news, they affected not to believe 
it. The Cilurnum was formally rele: 
at 145 am. on the 4th (Sunday) 
proceeded on her voyage to Moji, 
encountering foggy woather all the way. 
On arrival at the Iast-meutioned port the 
Captain submitted a statement as to all 
the facts to the British Consul. The 
vessel arrived here yesterday and is now

Gilman's theories sound all right, but one 
cannot help wondering what would be- 
come of all those women who spend half 
their lives in looking for lost store-room 
keys, and the other half in reading 
the market list with » view to saving 
‘on the Celestial’s bill of squeeze, which 
never presented, but invariably paid, in 
spite of the most vigilant housekeeper. 
What is wanted most in domestic 
management in this part of the world is 
a spirit of philosophy, by the means of 
which every housekeeper may be saved 
an incalculable amount of friction, both 
mental and physical, and the greatest 
factor towards the cultivation of dom: 
tic philosophy is the cultivation of some 
hobby that has no relation to actual 
housekeeping. It is imposible to esti- 
mate the amount of talent that is allowed 
to run to seed through an overzealous 
application to household matters, and 
the longer I live, the more am I imprass- 
ed with the fact, and the more grieved.

performed by them or their agents. He 
could uot compel the defendants to 
carry him, and therefore anything 
that the defendants did in pursuance 
of the contract between the China 
Merchants’ Company and the plain 
tiff would be done as the agente of 
the China Merchants’ Company.

Now the facts there areas 
regards the notice, I have already stated, 
The plaintiff is» man of the world, » 
business man who has travelled and 
knows what he is about, and I cannot 
assume that he is entirely ignorant of 
the ordinary practice of Printing condi- 
tions on tickets. It must be well-known 
to travellers, that conditions are printed 
on tickets aud if there are printed notices 
‘on documents which they take surely they 












































must know as reasonable men that these 
things are printed on these documents 
to give them notice of something. The

Mondon, legal proceedings would be taken 
against him. He appealed to the plaintiff 
‘once more personally not to press matters 
to a public Court which would doubtless 
decide in his (defendant's) favour. If 
plaintiff did so, defendant would be 
eompelled to di secrets which 
would implicate high Russian officials. He 
mentioned several things, such as the 
arrangements made for a secret service of 
information concerning the Japanese 
forces facing General Kuropatkin, In 
regard to the Simson, the letter went 
on, plaintiff was aware that the vessel was 
at Nagasaki, and it would be foolish if it 














it mas in Japan. It would be better if 
plaintiff were to settle defendant's. just 
claims rather than take proceedings which 
could only end in defendant's favour, He 
took the opportunity of temarking that he 
would have to give evidence in regard to 
the newspapers which bad been purchased 
or si to adopt a pro-Rassian attitude, 
in arranging which he (defendant) had 
been the principal factor. The letter 
ended: “I don’t honestly believe that 
anyone carr possibly be convinced I worked 
six months for your jyovernment, without 
cent of remuneration.” 

‘Witness, answering Mr. Macleod, said 
he knew nothing of the services mention- 
ed by defendant in this letter. He had 
hesrd a lot about them from the defendant 
but not from anyone else. © appli- 
cation was renewed several times and 
witness replied that these supposed ser- 
vices had pothing to do with the Samson. 
Eventu-lly witness suggested that ho 
should cable to St. Petersburg for $3,000; 
defendant said he would see his. solicitors 
abont the offer, and witness heard no more 
about it. What he did hear, he believed on 
the evening of that same day, was that the 
‘Samson had been sold. 1t was sold without 
witness’s consent. Defendant had said 
that witness had promised to pay 
him £20,000 but he had never really 
Promised to pay him one cent. The 

is. 16,000 given to Bennet Burleigh 
was for expenses incurred in run- 
ning the Samson. Witness had spoken 
to him and also to defendant about re- 
muneration and they had both said they 
were well paid by their papers and did not 














want any farther remuneration. Witness 
ad never been able to get out of Mr. 
Burleigh an account of the expenses for 


which the Tis. 15,000 was paid.

Before H. Pururrs, Esq., 
Acting Police Magistrate, 
R ». P. E. Sacxor, 

Paul Emmanuel Sagnol was charged 
with having assaulted and beaten the 
proprietress of the Berlin Hotel, on the 
12th instant. ° 

‘Accaused pleaded not guilty, 

The complainant said that she was the 
proprietress of the Berlin Hotel, and 
Mr, Sagnol had been stopping at the 
hotel since the 23rd of May. ‘The trouble 
was that he wanted to trke away his 
luggage. He called two coolies and 
witness would not allow them to take 
away the things as the defendant had not 
paid his bill. Witness told the coolies to 
wait and accused went bimeelf and took 
the boxes by force. Witness put her 
hand on the boxes and told the accused 
that he could not take things away until 
her husband came back. Hoe grabbed 
her by the neck, tore her dress, broke her 
necklace and hit her twice on the chest. 
Accused then went out for a while, but 
he came back and again wanted’ his 
boxes. On that occasion he struck her 
twice and the amah who was behind 
caught witness in her arms and saved her 














from falling. 
By Acoused—Acoused came to the 
hotel at 4 o'clock on the afternoon, 
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She did not know. that he came 
there in response to her -husband’s 
invitation and she did not speak to bim 
then, She did not believe that her 
husband had asked accused to mansge 
the hotel during his absence. 

In reply to the Court witness said that 
the hotel business was hers, uot her 
husband's. 

Continuing her replies to the accused 
witness said the ronson why ho left 
the hotel was that he had assaulted ber 
on the Sunday and she told him he must 
fiud other quarters. Accused lad tio 
coolies with him when he came for his 
Tuggage. Witness told the coolies to go 
outside. fi 

In reply to the Court the complainant 
said sho bad an smah and two little 
children at Court, who were the only 
witnesses of what occurred. 

‘The Court decided not to call the little 
children. 

Complainant's husband deposed that 
he knew the accused but ho was not 
friend of his. Witnoss did not invite him 
to the hotel, and he knew nothing about 
the disturbance. 

‘The amah stated that sho did not know 
what time the accused came to the hou: 
Dut she saw him assault her mistress 
in the Berlin Hotel on the 12th inst. 

‘Tho accused assaulted her mistress 
twice. ‘The first blow struck her on the 
neck, ‘The accused then ran away. 

Tn’ reply to the Court accused said 
that he wont io take his box out of the 
hotel on the 12th and was told that he 
could not do so. He had not p 
Dill as he had to wait uutil the end of 
the month for his money. “At tifin time 
lbw was told that his credit was stopped. 

His Worship advised the defendant to 
be sworn aud le deposed that be had 
arranged to pay $60 por month fur his

Witness went to the hospital, and as he 
approached the gate he saw fonr Indians 
coming along in ricshas, Two were 
wrapped up in blankets and bandages and 
sppeared to be in great pain. Tho other 
two Indians and witness assisted the in- 
jured men it Witness got tho 
names of the two assailants by the aid of 
an Jodian watchman employed at the 
hospital. ‘The names given were those of 
the accused. A little after 6 a.m. on the 
18th Detective Insp. Armstrong, Sgts. 
‘Vaughan and Bookless, and witness arrost- 
ed the acoused in a wooden hut on tho 
China Merchants’ Pootung Wharf. The 
police were accompanied by the Jamad- 
har, and through him they learned that 
‘accused admitted having bad a row 
with the two men who were in hospital, 
fon the evening before.

Wang Ch‘eng and Ch‘i’ Chiu were 
charged with foloniously killing and slay- 
ing one Hou Hsi-p‘ing on or about the 
18th of April, 1905. 

The Crown Advocate, Mr. H. P. 
Wilkinson, prosecuted ; Mr. Francis Ellis 
Aefended the prisoners, who pleaded not 

nilty. . 

‘The Crown Advocate, in opening his 
case, described the different forms of 
homicide and said these men were charg- 
ed with unlawful killing. He also ex- 
lained the difference betweeu murder 
and manslaughter and said the charge 
preferred by the Crown amounted to 
manslaughter. Coming to the facts of 
the case he explained that near the 
jage of Huangebilichu‘an there formerly 
lived a middle-aged Chinaman, Hou H: 
ping with Lis wife and » brother-in. 
law, the accused, Wang Ch‘eng, The 
couple bad children, of whom four 
wero alive. The elder son Hou Yuug- 

































.[eh‘ing lived mostly with the pareuts. 


Phero was also a gitl, Chi Hou-shih, 
who was married to the second prisoner, 
Oh4 Chin; aud irtoen years, 
Hou Fa-tzu. ived on good 
torms for s time but trouble arose over 
some shares in a junk and also over the 
marriage of tho daughtor. The trouble 














came to ahead on the death of another 
son at tho boginuing of this yerr. ‘The

Hou Ch‘ang-ts‘un, headman of Tun

his wife lived peacefully. Ch‘i Chiu and 
deceased did not get on very well toge- 
ther. He did not know why, though 
lately there had been a rumour about 
loan. He found deceased’s body on the 
15th day of the 3rd moon. He went to 
see the body as one of the hesdmen. 
‘The corpse was bruised all over ; thero 
was not spot which bad not beon 
touched. Deceased was on his face in 
the ditch. The ditch was dry, but 
there was rain there might be water in it. 
‘Witness reported the case at the yamen. 

Cross-examined—He had seen many 
dead people—people who had died from 
sickness, He did not know what people 
looked like when they were drowned. The 
ditch in which doceased’s body was found 
was hardly two li from his (deceased’s) 
house.

By the Court—If a dead body was 
found. it was reported to the headman, 
‘who reported it to the Magistrate, 

Captain Ernest Hell Ayland, of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, M.R.C.8. 
and L.R.G.P., said be was present when 
a jortem examination was mado 
of the body of an elderly Chinaman. 
He conducted the autopsy with Major 
Black, but he did most of the mechanical 
work.’ There wore external marks of 
violence, and speaking to the best of his 
recollection, most of the marks were on 
the leit arm, and the left side of the face. 
The left eye was totally disorganised. He 
did not trace any external signs to any 
internal injuzy. The wounds were super- 
ficial to s great extent, but extended 
very deep into the left eyeball, and the 
left arm. There was no injury to the 
scalp. The internal organs were healthy; 
there was no inflammation of the abdo- 
men; the brain was healthy, with, ho 
fancied, slight congestion. He did not 
think the injuries were self-inflicted. Ho 
had discovered no signs of death being 
due to drowning, though he had looked 
for them. The opinion they came to was 
that death was probably due to shock 
‘and exhaustion produced by exposure. 

Hou Henan-chu-tsu said that deceased 
was his cousin, On the 14th day of the 
third moon deceased’s wife told witner 
to go and’ see her husband. This was 
after sunset. Witness found deceased 
with his son, Hou Yung-ching. It was 
dark, and they were talking, but they 
were not quarreling. Witness said to 
deceased that he heard ‘was trouble 
between him and his wife and advised 
The son 
said that his mother was all ready at 
‘Téunhouchia. While witness was talk- 
ing to deceased the son went to fetch 
his mother and returned and ssid she 
would not come, ‘This was about 8 p.m- 
Hou Yung-ohing was not angry with bis 
father when he returned. They then 
retired. As Hou Yung-ch‘ing went to shut 
the door a dog began to bark and he 
shouted out that « thief was coming. 
When he opened the door the two 
prisonors came in. The old man twisted 
his queue and the young. man bared 
his arm. Wang Ch'eng asked who 

it ‘itness knew the other 
joner before, Witness had seen the 
bigger stick (produced). It was for- 
merly the handle of a shovel. Ho 
did not see it, then as it was dark. Wit- 























nees gave Wang Chiong « pipe and asked 
him to bo seated. Hou Yang-ching thon 
went off to get his mother.

know. 
Cros ‘amined—Witness had known 
Ch‘i Chiu ever since he was born. He 





had always known him as a respectable 
man. 

Mr, Ellis did not call any witnesses. 

Mr. Ellis in defence discussed the 
evidence of tho prosecution und con- 
tended that it was quite insuficient to 
secure a conviction, The most that Hou 
Wang-shih, the wife of the deceased, 
could say was that her husband had 
found fault with the accused, Wang 
Chiong, because he had assisted her in 
looking after her son, whom deceased 
considered a waster, during a long illness ; 
inother words deceased’s grievance 
against Wang Oh‘eng was that he was 
more humane than himself. She admitted 
in cross-examination that there had been 
no real trouble between deceased and 
Wang Chi In regard to the other 
accused, Ch'i Chiu, there was apparently 
some small dispute about a loan which 
ho made to deceased on the purchase of 
junk three years before, but on the 
evidence given by the wife of deceased 
there was nothing to show that there had 
been any dispute on mattor at or 
about the time of the alleged taking of 

Il she said was that there had been 
juaring up of accounts. Dealing with 
the evidence as to the injuries inflicted, 
Mr. Ellis roforrod to tho evidence of the 
medical men and especially that of 
Major Black. How could-they say that 
these mi ponsible for 
deceased's vidence alone ? 
Tt was admitted that Wang Ch‘eng was 
in deceased's house on the night of his 
death and also next morning. Had 
guilty, he was not likely to have 
n hi Chin left the house 
carly on the night of the death and his 
conduct next day was not that of a guilty 
man. Could Wang Ch'eng, a feeble man 
78 years old, be responsible for the assault 
alone? It was not for accused to prove 
themselves innocent but for the prosecu- 
tion to prove their guilt, and that Mr, 
ubmitted had not been done. No 
sufficient motive for the crime had been 
shown, 

‘The jury after a retirement of about 
three-quarters of an hour fonnd the 
prisoners guilty of manslaughter. His 
Lordship next morning (the 17th. June) 
sentenced them each to seven years’ 
penal servitude to be undergone at Hong-

to 50 blows. 

A mAfoo was charged with furiously 

driving a pony attached to a private 

slong the Babbling Well Road 
at 7 p.m. on the 18th instant, to the com- 
mon danger.—The statement of Inspector 
Mackintosh, supported by the avidence 
of native P.-C.s 593 and 641, was that 
the defendant refused to stop when 
ordered by the police too so. He was 
driving a mandarin’s pony at a dangerous 
pace on the road opposite the Race 
Course. He was known to the police to 
have driven at more than ordinary pace 
on previous occasions. The two native 
constables were only a short distance 
apart and both noted what happened. 
The mafoo seemed to be endeavouring to 
pass overy carriage on the road that was 
going in the same direction. —Fined $10. 

‘Two other mafoos were charged with 
similar offences about the same time and 
place, but failing to appear, their bail of 
$30 each wes ordered to be forfeited. 

A ricsha owner was charged’ with 
allowing small and weak coolie to 
pull a licensed ricsha, his property, on 
the public roads on the 17th instant, 
contrary to the police trafic reguls- 
tions—The youthfal coolie appeared. in 
Court and was apparently about four feet 
in height and about 14 yoare of age. 
Condition VIE of the publie ricsha licenses 
reads: “That the coolies be stron, 
healthy, and provided with uniform whic 
must be worn at all times when plying for 
hire, and must be kept clean and in good 
condition,” —The defendant was fined $5. 

Seven Ningpo coolies, charged with

NEW CLAIM” 





In these five simple words the 
“ Novosti” has hit off as useful a test 
phrase for the political aspirations 
of these times as one might hope to 
meet with in the course of a mouth’s 
hard reading. The words occur in 
an article commenting on Mr. Bal- 
four's speech on British Imperial 
Defence, and refer especially to that 
section dealing with the north-west 
frontier of India. Most of the St. 
Petersburg papers treat the matter 
in the orthodox way. Nothing good 
can come out of Nazareth, and the 
refusal on the part of Great Britain 
to allow the Russian -railway system 
to be extended through Afghanistan 
‘is to some of them as a red rag to a 
bull. One sees in it proof of the 
irreconciluble differences between 


the two States, another “the virtual 
annexation of Afghanisten.” “Phe 
“Novosti,” on the other hand, 


looking at the situation without pre- 
judice and calealy, remarks that in 
recent cliplomasy ngland has shown 
‘a strong desire for the maintenance of 
govd relations between herself und 
the Dual Alliance, and that if Eng- 
land thinks her position in India 
would be detrimentally affected by 
the completion of Russian rails close 
up to her frontier, it is she alone 
who is to decide the matter, while 
so far us Russia is concerned she has 
nothing to fear, seeing that in the 
very businesslike speech uf the 
British Premier there is “ no menace, 
no new claim.” 

It requires very little thought to 
see how admirable a touchstone has 
been provided’ by the “ Novosti” in 
these few words. They hit off the 
policy of England to a’. It is most 
certamly true that on the north-west 
frontier as el-ewhere we desire 
nothing’ better then the status. quo. 
There is no threat to Russia in our 
recent agreement with the Amir; 
we are pegging out no new claims. 
Defence, not defiance, is our motto 
there as elsewhere. How very true 
this is may be seen by the scrap :l- 
ous exactness with which we have 
carried out our understanding re- 
specting Tibet, Col. Younghusband, 
cut off from communication and left 


to his own initiative when negotiat-1 


ing terms with the Ixmas at Lhass, 


jfound it possible to obtain their 
jadhesion to an agreement which 
| gave us greater facilities than the 
Home Government had bargained 
for. The result is known to the 
world. The treaty in so far as it went 
beyond instructions was strenuously. 
coudemned by the British Govern- 
| ment, and has since been rendered far 
less onerous to the Tibetans, proving 
lainly that on the “Roof of the 

orld” as elsewhere our motto is 
“no menace, no new claim.” The 
mission to Lhassa was originally 
intended as a measure of defence. 
‘That achieved, our purpose was end- 
ed 


How different was the aim of 
Russia in Manchuria and Corea has 
lately been shown in an article by 
Mr. Stead in the “Review of Re- 
views” where, in telling the story of, 
the late M. Lessar’s diplomatic life,

I could not rest in peace if I 
fe.t I had failed to do what I can to 
save Russia from the suicidal ‘olly 
of retaining Manchuria, Arrange- 
ments there must ‘e, of course, be- 
fore the evacuation, but I regurd its 
evacuation as a matter of life and 
death for Russia) That must be 
secured ar. all costs.” Here we have 
evidence of the cer ainty with which 
the best Russian statesmen foresaw 
the fatal folly of the forward policy, 
the policy of menace and new claims 
into which they were forced by the 
military and Grand-Ducal_ party. 
Doubtless the number who have now 
come round to their side is too 
numerous to count. There is no 
teacher like bitter experience. 

If we turn to the first step Irading 
to the respent position, the seizure 
of Kiaochou, and test it with the 
« Novosti’s” touchstone, we find the 
Kaiser's action of doubtful character 
since it contains besides the repa:a- 
tion which was its ‘supposed object 
both menace andnew claims—menace 
to Peking, North China, and even to 
Japan, and new claims to exclusive 
“nights” not in -accord with the 
most-favoured-nation clause. Hud 
Great Britain and the United States 








estimated the value of their murder- 
ed missionaries in terms of soil, and 
then followed the example of Ger- 
many there would have been very 
little of China left, But after three 
wars on our part the only bit of 
territory which we wish to call our 
own (with the exception of Weihai 
which we should not hesitate to give 
back should circumstances permit) is 
the tiny island of Hongkong with its 
strip of mainland. Even as long 
since as 1840 we acted on the 
“Novosti’s” plan, and avoided 
menace, asking only for trading 
facilities open to the world, claims 
which, as China is beginning to see, 
may yet be the means of her re- 
generation. 

Whether the Kaiser hopes for 
another Kiaochou on the coast of 
Morocco, or whether his action will 
square with the “ Novosti” test, re- 
mains to be seen. Many explanations 
have been offered of the celebrat- 
ed visit, but as they. are mainly con- 
tradictory the world must wait with 
what patience it can for the dénoue- 
ment. But if there is no menace, 
France will be pleased, and if there 
are no new claims the world at large 
will be glad to meet the Kaiser half- 
way, for most countries now would 
be willing, we think, to ndopt as a 
preventive of war an international 
understanding based on the motto, 
“No menace, no new claim.” .

the building. A sentry follows us about. 
At 10.30 am. Lieut. M. Sakurai and tho 
conet interproter paid us a visit, and 
brought a bottle of champagno and a 
bottle of whisky with them. ‘They wanted 
alot of information about the hospital 
ship and the Russian flect, ete, Wo 
complained about our treatment. 

Threo Russian eruisers and one tor- 
pedo-boat were brought in here to-day, 
and about 3,000 prisoners were landed, 
with a number of dead and wounded. 

Wo hear that Admiral Rozhdios:vonsk: 
of the Russian flee’, was landed here thi 
evening, slightly wounded. Tecan get no 
news of the Uldhamia er her crew. We 
are told tu have just a little patience ; we 
will very soon get our liberty. 

Bist— Raining most of the day. A 
number of dead and wounded landed to- 
day from the Inpanese Red Cross ship. 
‘The court, interpreter visited us again 
this forenoon. We again complained of 
our treatment, and got things improve 
alittle. 

June Ist.—A number of Russi.n pri- 
oners wero tken from the wharf in

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‘A number of dead «nd wounded were 
landed from the Japanese Red Cross 
ship. 

One of the Russian warships was towed 
to dry dock this forenoon (the largest 
vessel), and a great quantity of empty 
shells and ammunition was discharged.

whom? 

By their offici 
yes, I think so. 

Political work ?—Political ; I 
know, how you call it political. 
Purchasing of ships and chartering of 
ships?—Yes, many ships have been 
chartered, I think 

Have you had anything to do with 
these transactions ?—For some, yos; 
several ships wero chartered for the 
refugees. 

You are a Minister of the Russian 
Crown ?—No, it is not called so, I am 
Minister only in Corea; otherwise I 
simply havejtho rank of chamborlaii 

At all ovents you aro a trusted official 
of tho Russian Government here ?—No. 

T would not suggest you are not 
trusted official ; you have done work for 
the Government here ?—Yes, but quite 
oly. 

Witness was entering into a long ex- 
planation, but was checked by[Mr. Phillips. 

You said you first saw defendant in 
October last >—Yes. 

Did he come to you with letters from 
Russian officials in the north ?—He 
brought letters from my friends, who 
happen to be Russian otticials, 

I want to know who these friends are + 
—Thero woro letters from Mr. Davidoff) 
and from Col. Ogorodnikoff, the Russian 
ary attaché at Peking. 

Did Col. Ogorodnikotf recommend 
Baron Ward to you ?—Yes. 

Did Col. Ogorodnikoff say anything in 
his letter about supplying medical store: 
to Port Arthur ?—Not a word. 

Did Baron Ward when he gave you 
that letter, or subsequently, speak” of 
supplying medical stores to Port Arthur?

You had no communication with him 
before the 3rd of November ?—No com- 
munication about auy scheme.

You were acting on your own account, 
with regard to tie Samson ?—Yes, 

Then why say in your letter, “I have 
telegraphed on the subject of the ship ?” 
—Becauso it was told me that the mat- 
ter had to be settled by a set day, and I 
could not take on the whole responsibility 
myself 

‘To whom did you telegraph ?—To a 
high Russian official. 

Was he a high Government official »— 
It was a Russian official, and therefere a 
Government official, but I could telegraph 
to him on private affairs as well as on 
official business. 

On the 18th of October you wrote: 
“Dear Baron, I received yesterday another 
telegram containing instructions not to 
spend more than Tis. 100,000. I could 
exceed that by Tis.5,000, but not more, on 
my own responsibility. If the Samson is 
convenient to Burleigh it must be de- 
cided to purchase her, ar I must tele- 
graph again to obtain authority to spend 
more.” “If this was your own private 
affair why was it necessary to telegraph 
for authority to exceed a certain 























amount ?—Because that sum was to be 


guaranteed to me in case of the loss of 
the Samson. 

Then you had to communicate with 
the high official to got these instructions? 
—I could not make the purchase absolute- 
ly on my own behalf. 

Tt was “instructions” yon say you had 
received ?—Yes (looking at the letter, 
which was in French) the word is “in- 
structions.” 

This was your private affair and yot 
you received instructions ?—Yes, 

On .the 26th of October you wrote to , 
defendant saying that he had better 
proceed to Chefoo, where his prosence 
was absolutely necessary. The lettor also 
stated that you would like to see defond- 
ant before he left, in order to give him a 
letter to an official to pay for the tel 
grams Mr. Burleigh sent on your behalf 
to London and America on the subject 
of the wounded at’ Port Arthur. In spite 
of that letter you say you had no com- 
munication with defendant about the 
wounded at Port Arthur ?—I said no 
communication about this scheme, in 
regard to which I was sceptical that tho 
Japanese Government would ever allow 











I suggest to you it was found that this 
scheme of sending in medical stores 
could not be worked from Tientsin and 
that Baron Ward was sent to you by Col. 
Ogorodnikoff, as it was thought it could 
be more conveniently manag.d from 
Shanghai ?—That is not true. 

And that you discussed the whole of 
the scheme for making which possible 
the Samson was purchased ?—That is 
not true. 1 discussed the nse of tho 
Samson as Press boat and other things, 

Was it not necessary ay the first parc of 
this scheme to purchase a boat aud get 
into Port Arthur to gut information as to 
the necessity for medical supplies 7—No, 
that is not my view of the business, 

Why did you purchase the Samson ?— 
To serve as a Press boat, The real 
for buying the steamer was 
to give Bennet Burleigh the possibility 
of approaching Port Arthur and tho 
seat of war and to give to his paper 
correspondence which would throw light 
on the real position and counteract the 
correspondence which was coming at that 
time exclusively from the Japanese side. 

Then it comes to this: the Samson 
and Mr. Bennet Burleigh wore sub- 
sidised by you to get information from 
Port Arthur?—That might be consid 
‘ed 80, of course ;I have nothing to 
against that view. 

‘And you thought if he got neat Port 
Arthur he could then throw ovor his 
barrels?—That was a quite accidental 
incident and his own proposal. Mr. Bu 
leigh said: “As 1 shall approach, let 
me have something to throw overboard.” 
‘That was not the principal object. 

Could not the Samson, which was to 
be used for getting any sort of informa- 
tion favourable to the Russian side, be 
used also to get information as to medi: 
stores ?—We had plenty of information 
on that point. Anybody could know ; it 
was sufficiently public.

factory species of evidence exists? I 
think it does not; and I have always 
understood the rule to be, that when a 
party is entitled to give secondary 
evidence lo may give the best evid- 
ence in his power. I could go on quo 
from tho leading authorities on th 
ject beforo the Court, but I belie 
the quotations made are clear as to what 
are the requisites for a will, and that 
if a will is lost or destroyed’ the 

may be proved and its contents estal 
by parole or secondary evidence. There 
is, however, in the Probate Division of 
the English Reports, vol. 1, a decision 
which fits the case before Your Honour 
and is an exposition of every principle 
involved in it. The opinion was delivered: 
in Sugden and others egainst Lord 
St. Leonards aud others. iu that case 
here was a will with seven codicils 
intricately drawn and giving away 
several distinct and valuable proportios. 
‘The will and codicils were lost and a 
declaration was filed to establish thom 
npon parole or secondary evidence, aud 
tho only witness was one who was 
interested in the estate as the will ant 
codicils disposed of it. Every step ‘in 
the proceedings was contested and the 
opiuion of the Court was delivered 
by tho President, Sir J. Hannen, a 
brother of Sir Nicholas Hannen who 
for so many years adorned the bench 
of the British Supreme Court for Chi 
I beg to specially reques: the attention 
of your Honour to this case of Sugden 
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v. Lord St. Leonards, for it hinged 
upon the reproduction of the will and 
codicils by one witness who had read 
them, and entirely from his memory. In 
the case under consideration there are no 
codicils, and the will is succinctly drawn, 
such a will as could easily be remembered 
and literally reproduced afier having bee 
read by one of even ordinary memory. 
In_his opinion Sie J. Hannon says :— 
“Undoubtedly there is great danger in 
accepting evidence derived from the re- 
collestion of any person as to the con- 
tents of an instrument of this kind 
but, on the cther hand, there would 
be very great danger if Court were to lay 
down an arbitary rule that in the event of a 
document, however important in its 
character, being missing, whether as 
the result of fraud or accident, it 
should be imp ssible to establish its 
contents by parole testimony. ‘That 
might lead to the defeating of justice in 
many, if not as many instances as might 
arise from the Court acbmg upon such 
testimony ” It appears that Judge Hannen 
‘was not only sensible o* the caution with 
mony should be received 
|, but that he was also 
fully sensible of the great injustice that 
mizht be done by the rejection of such 
testimony, The guive in all such 
cxses is the credibility of the witness 
testifying, and if the Court believes the 
witness und is ~atistied of his eompeteucy 
to speak accurately and truthfully then 
the way to a conclusion is clearly pointed 
out. ‘The principal wituess I have to offer 
to the court is Mr. L. Andersen, a gentle- 
man so well known in Shanghai for 
straightforward business probity and truth- 
fulness it is only necessary to name him 
in order to hwe any statement he may 
make received with the fullest contidence, 
wnd I may speak the same words of com- 
mendation of the other witnesses to be 
offered, and I should add, that no one of 
the witness is direetly or indirectly in- 
terested in the decision your Houour may 
make in this case. They appear before 
your Houour ay the business ussveiates of 
the deceased, believing that they kuow 
howhe wished his property disposed of after 
hin desth, aud that it was his will that iv 
go to his mother, » sentiment alike honor- 
Ie to his manhood and his affections. 
‘The opinion from which I have quoted 
reviews, as Ihave said, the legal priuciples 
which underlie and govern the course of 
Proceedings and the evidence necessary to 
establish a lost will, and as confirm 
of what has been submitted I will 
one or two more additivnal quotations, Th 
opinion s.ys: “The contents of a lust will 
may be proved by the evilence of a single 
witness, though interested, whose vera- 
city and competency are unimpeached.” 
Again: “ Declarations, written or oral, 
made by a testator, both before and after 
the execution of ‘his will, are, 
event of its loss, admissable 
evidence of its contents.” Agai 
the coments of a lost will are not com- 
pletely proved probate will be granted to 
the extent to which they are proved, and 
the contents of a lost will, like those ot 
any other lost instrument, may be proved 
by secondary evidence.” Tt is pleasant to 
thank your Honour for the patience with 
which you have heard me. I am now 
ready to offer the witnesses. 

After hearing the witnesses, 

His Honour said that in view of the 
evidence and the testimony and the 
character of the witnesses there was no 
doubt about the will being that of Mr. 
Fiske and his intentions as to the 
disposition of the property. Au order 
would be prepared to that effect and the 
will would he admitted to prohate and 
an executor appointed.

Sundeh Singh and Sham Singh, watch- 
mou at the China Merchants’ Wharf, 
Pootung, were charged on remand with 
feloviously and wilfully assaulting and 
beating the complainants Dewa Singh 
and Bhola Singh when near the Soy Chee 
Oil Tank, Pootung, at about 3.15 p.m. on 
the U7th iust., with intent to kill then 

Inspector McDowell, recalled, “stated 
that the evideuco read over to him by 
His Worship was the statement as given 
before Mr. Phillips. At the time of 
their arrest the accused were lying down 
‘on two couches in their watchman’ hut. 
| Ernest Louis Marali, medical prac 
| tioner deposed that on Saturday evening 
the 17th inst, he attended two Indians 
in the General Hospital at 7.30 p.m. 
‘The first man weou by bim was Dewa 
Singh. Winess fourd he had a star- 
| shaped scalp wound on the right side of 
the head above the ear. This wouud led 
down to the boue which was fractured 
into several pieces from the size of a ten- 
cent piece to a twenty-cont piece. ‘The 
{wound was a serious oue and had injured 
the brain, fragments of which were re- 
moved during the dressing of the wound. 
Tt was also necessary to take away several 
lof the fragments of the bone as 
they were buried in the brain. Beside 
the head wound there wore a number 
of bruised aud contused wounds ou the 
shoulders and left arm. The left arm 
had been struck with sufficient violence 
to paralyse the hand and wrist. ‘These 



































| wounds were across the arm, on the 


forearm, aud upper arm as well, aud 
were exactly wounds such as a mau 
would receive iu putting up his arm to 
ward off a blow from a stick. 
wounds ou the arm and shoulder were 
evidently caused by stick or other 
blunt instrument. No skin was broken. 
This man was on the operating table for 
quite au hour and a half and was in a 
critical condition during that time and 
during the succeeding forty-eight hours. 
He was progressing slowly, but was not 
yet out of danger. It appeared to wit- 
hess that the injury to the head was 
inflicted by some blunt instrament. The 
second man witness saw was Bhola Singh. 
He saw him about 9 o'clock the sam 
evening. Wituess found he had a 
fracture of one of the bones of the right 
forearm with marks of bruising similar in 
appeurauce to those described iu the first 
case. There was als» a scalp wound 
on the right-side of the head, which 
might have been made by a thick stick, 
and another wound on the front of the 
right shiu bone also surrounded by 
extensive bruising-. ‘The back and 
shoulders in this man’s case also present- 
ed the appearance of having been beaten, 
as it were, by a stick. This patient was 
doing well. The scalp wound on the 
head was a superticial one. 

By the Court.—The first man would 
not be able to leave the hospital for 
weeks, certainly not under four weeks 
The second wight be able to leave the 
hospital in a fortnight with splints on the 
arm. The wounds on the shoulder in 
the one case aud on the shoulder and 
back in the other case, might have been 
given from behind. The wound on the 













































scalp of the man Dewa Singh was such as 
might be caused by a stick like the one 
produced, aud uot necessarily by any- 


harped which would point to a blunt 
instrument. There was, nothing in the 
nature of a sharp cut wound—a wound 
with sharp edges—in either case. They 
were all wounds from a blunt instra- 
ment. 

By Inspector Mr. Dowell—The injured 
men were strong and powerful. It struck 
witness at once when he saw the two 
accused how much smaller in physique 
they were to the injured men. Thi 
jured men did not appear to have been 
under the influence of drink at all. 

By the Court—the head wounds 
might have been given to meu lying down, 
bnt witness did not thtnk this was so with 
the gther wounds, though it was possible. 
‘The wound on the scalp in the case of 
Dewa Singh did not represent the a 
penrauce of « wound which had been 
given when the head was resting again 
any bard substance, nor did auy of the 
other scalp wounds. 

Sundab Singh asked if he had any que 
tions to put to the witness said :— 
They made trouble with me whilst I 
was on duty. ‘They are two and we are 
two also.

Sham Singh said—We were on duty.
